PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


The  new  technology 

Two  recent  authoritative  pronouncements: 

“Britain's  education  is  as  anachronistic  as  her  industrial  relations. 
Since  the  war  there  have  been  many  changes  but  no  modernisation, 
because  the  changes  have  not  touched  the  fundamental 
anachronism— our  schools  are  still  operating  as  though  Britain 
could  afford  an  education  that  puts  a  premium  on  intellectual  and 
theoretical  rather  than  on  practical  skills,  that  mistakes  narrow 
specialisation  for  high  standards  and  that  perpetuates  many  of  the 
snobberies  and  prejudices  of  the  last  century,  particularly  in 
relation  to  the  world  of  commerce  and  manufacturing  industry.”

In  our  own  determination  to  see  that  our  200  students  are  prepared 
for  the  kind  of  work  which  will  be  available  in  coming  years,  we  have 
launched  this  September  a  new  Department  of  Computer  Studies 
which  offers  ‘O’  and  ‘A’  level  courses,  as  well  as  the  City  &  Guilds 
basic  Certificate  in  Computer  Programming.  There  are  to  be  links 
with  the  Commercial  Department,  in  particular  through  the  training 
in  the  use  of  Word  Processors  which  the  latter  operates.  Most 
students  in  this  new  Department  will  finish  doubly  qualified,  by 
pursuing  BEC  and  RSA  courses  before  the  City  &  Guilds  course,  or 
by  studying  a  wide  range  of  other  GCE  subjects  through  the  General 
Studies  Department.  A  basic  qualification  in  programming  alone  is 
unlikely  to  be  enough  to  secure  employment  at  present.  There  are 
many  vacancies  in  the  programming  field,  but  there  are  also  many 
young  people  with  basic  training  only,  seeking  posts.  Here  as  in  every 
other  area  it  is  necessary  for  our  students  to  be  better  qualified  than 
their  fully  sighted  contemporaries;  thus  the  need  for  varied  skills  and 
adaptability  based  on  a  wide  range  of  fundamental  techniques. 

The  Bernard  Sunley  Foundation 

We  launched  this  course  with  greater  confidence  because, 
impressed  by  the  evident  need,  the  Trustees  of  the  Bernard  Sunley 
Charitable  Foundation  have  just  given  the  College  a  magnificent 
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donation  of  £1 00,000  to  do  so.  This  money  is  enabling  us  to  purchase 
the  Library  building  of  the  former  College  of  Education,  an 
attractive  modern  building  on  our  campus,  which  will  give  us 
space  to  establish  the  finest  possible  National  Computer  Training 
Centre  for  the  visually  handicapped.  It  will  give  us  space  also  for  an 
expanding  reprographics  department,  with  the  new  ink-print-braille 
transcription  unit  and  enlarging  photocopier.  We  shall  be 
establishing  a  Careers  centre  also.  We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the 
Trustees  for  this,  the  largest  single  gift  the  College  has  ever  received 
at  one  time. 

The  achieving  of  employment 

No  Principal  of  a  College  of  Further  Education  today  could  fail  to 
comment  on  the  haunting  shadow  of  unemployment.  Employment 
and  then  better  employment  is  the  goal  of  most  young  people  in 
Further  Education.  Take  that  carrot  away  and  only  a  starry-eyed 
idealist  would  claim  that  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  for  its  own  sake 
alone  was  enough  to  motivate  students  through  the  drudgery  of  the 
foot-hills. 

So  far  our  recQrd  is  still  better  than  the  national  average,  but  it  is 
not  one  with  which  we  are  satisfield.  Of  the  47  leavers  last  year,  38  are 
in  employment  or  have  moved  on,  as  was  intended,  to  further 
training  or  Higher  Education.  2  are  in  or  attending  hospital;  of  1  we 
have  lost  trace.  The  6  former  students  who  are  still  unemployed  have 
between  them  3  Advanced  typewriting  or  audio  certificates  and  10 
Intermediate  certificates  (the  latter  being  an  adequate  qualification 
for  employment)  and  the  fact  that  they  are  not  so  far  employed  is  a 
reflection  of  the  present  recession.  Some  of  them  are  simply  living  in 
the  wrong  place,  but  it  is  not  as  easy  as  all  that  for  a  visually 
handicapped  person  to  move  to  a  strange  city  and  survive  on  a  small 
income,  to  scan  the  newspapers  for  jobs,  to  afford  considerable  bills 
for  postage,  and  to  find  the  way  to  an  interview  in  good  heart.  Most 
of  them  will  be  employed  in  the  end,  but  a  lot  of  determination  is 
required  and  a  lot  of  friendly  encouragement. 

What  the  College  can  do  about  the  successful  transition  to 
employment  is  to  suit  our  courses  to  current  demands.  In  an  age  of 
flux,  we  must  change  too. 

New  skills  have  been  developed  through  telephony  which  has 
become  part  of  the  Commercial  Course  for  all  students.  The  success 
of  students,  blind  as  well  as  partially  sighted,  learning  Word 
Processing  on  the  machines  loaned  to  us  by  ICL,  has  been  heartening 
— even  astonishing — and  augers  well  for  the  survival  of  the  visually 
handicapped  in  the  electronic  Office  of  the  Future. 

Work  experience  and  independent  living 

We  have  no  doubt  that  students  who  successfully  complete  all 
aspects  of  their  course  are  as  worth  employing  as  sighted  people  of 
comparable  intelligence — sometimes  more  so.  We  aim  to  keep  our 
standards  high,  for  we  have  to  earn  and  retain  credibility  for  the 
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visually  handicapped  in  employment.  We  can  only  do  this  by 
monitoring  students  on  the  job.  So,  for  our  students  on  vocational 
courses  in  Commerce,  Music  and  Piano  Tuning,  we  arrange  Work 
Experience.  We  visit  students  during  this  time  and  we  receive  and 
make  a  full  report  at  the  end  of  it.  Any  deficiencies  are  discussed  with 
the  student  and  remedied.  So  much  of  what  we  are  instilling  is  self- 
confidence  based  on  pride  in  good  workmanship.  Work  experience 
away  from  the  College  is  stimulating,  giving  life  to  theory  and 
showing  students  how  they  rate  compared  with  their  fully  sighted 
contemporaries.  Usually  the  result  is  a  dramatic  gain  in  self- 
confidence. 

This  confidence  is  being  strengthened  remarkably  by  the 
experience  of  living  away  from  College,  as  all  final-year  students  now 
do.  We  have  a  new  hall,  Norwood  Hall,  which  is  the  social  centre  in 
the  College  for  the  47  students  at  present  in  lodgings.  These  students 
are  proving  that  they  can  successfully  take  a  major  step  towards 
independence.  The  growing  independence  of  life  as  a  student  is 
exciting — learning  to  survive  happily  in  a  community,  and  then 
learning  to  live  on  your  own,  to  go  to  work,  to  be  a  person  again  and 
not  an  object  of  pity. 

Excitement  and  fulfilment 

This  is  an  exciting  place  to  be.  The  lecturers  are  enthusiastic  and 
their  professionalism  is  impressive.  Ten  of  them  have  added 
specialist  qualifications  this  year,  and  that  is  not  done  without 
dedication  and  total  involvement.  The  visually  handicapped  in  an 
ordinary  College  of  Further  Education  have  a  ragbag  of  provision — 
or  rather  improvisation.  Here,  we  know  what  we  are  doing  and  we  are 
confident  in  our  approach  to  learning  problems. 

Technology  is  a  major  aid  in  launching  students  on  an  exploration 
of  their  environment  and  of  the  world  of  ideas  and  beauty,  and  here  it  is 
fully  used,  to  stimulate  and  to  liberate,  but  it  is  not  the  only  aid.  The 
long  musical  traditions  of  the  College  have  been  joined  by  art  and 
drama,  and  all  have  an  increasing  role  to  play.  Acting  Companies  are 
being  brought  into  the  College,  student  drama  is  produced  with 
exciting  effect  (using  student  musicians  and  student  costume- 
makers),  while  the  De  Lancey  Art  Appreciation  Gallery  has 
overflowed  so  that  the  whole  of  the  art  area  has  become  a  Centre  for 
the  creation  and  appreciation  of  art. 

So,  there  is  excitement,  which  means  stimulation,  which  means — 
or  can  mean — achievement.  And  this,  for  the  vast  majority  of  our 
students,  means  employment  and  independence  and  fulfilment. 

We  look  forward  with  confidence,  though  some  frustration.  Our 
confidence  springs  from  the  professionalism  of  our  staff  and 
equipment,  and  from  the  enthusiasm  and  determination  of  our 
students.  What  man  can  overcome,  they  will,  whatever  the  obstacles 
and  vexations  which  may  lie  in  front  of  them.  A  good  start  is  all  any 
of  them  need,  and  that  is  what  they  are  getting  here  now.  We  have 
faith  in  their  ability  to  triumph  in  the  future. 
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DONATIONS 

An  impressive  quantity  of  gifts  of  essential  equipment  has  been 
donated  to  the  College  from  many  sources.  A  detailed  list  appears 
later  in  this  Report.  We  have  received  large  gifts  for  specialised 
equipment  in  the  Computer  department  and  the  Braille 
Transcription  Unit  from  the  Nuffield  Foundation  and  the  Wolfson 
Foundation.  The  National  Westminster  Bank  Staff  Samaritan  Fund 
presented  the  College  with  ten  new  Shorthand  Braillers  and  we  have 
had  much  needed  Optacons  from  Wiggin  Alloys  and  their 
Community  Services  Fund  and  from  Herefordshire  Amateur 
Rafters.  Two  Closed-circuit  Televisions  have  come  from  Marks  & 
Spencers  and  a  third  from  Malvern  Rotary  Club.  Herefordshire 
Amateur  Rafters  also  presented  us  with  an  Automatic  Printer  for  use 
with  the  Braille  Transcription  Unit.  R.A.F.  Hereford  presented  us 
with  a  Microwriter  and  Voice  Synthesiser.  An  Apple  Mini-computer 
was  presented  by  H.P.  Bulmer  Limited  and  other  gifts  include 
Wormhill  Farm  Museum  (Talking  Calculator  and  two  Pocket 
Memos),  H.  A.R.A.  (four  Piano  Stools),  Kingstone  High  School  (two 
Sony  Tape  Recorders),  Herefordshire  Referees’  Donkey  Derby 
Association  (Talking  Calculator),  Fforest  Mill  Mountain  Training 
Centre  and  R.A.F.  Hereford  (Large  Print  Typewriter),  Wye  Valley 
Nuffield  Hospital  (Keyboard  for  Automatic  Printer),  Harley  Trust 
(Mowat  Sensor)  and  other  gifts  in  kind  from  Tupsley  Townswomen’s 
Guild,  the  Federation  of  Master  Builders,  College  Hill  Youth  Club, 
Longtown  Young  Farmers’  Club,  the  6000  Locomotive  Association, 
local  darts  teams,  and  many  other  clubs,  societies,  and  individuals. 
Without  this  help  we  would  be  less  successful  than  we  are.  We  are 
very  deeply  grateful. 

As  student  numbers  are  increasing  we  still  have  a  need  for  more 
specialised  equipment.  For  example,  the  Optacon  is  a  small 
electronic  machine  which  enables  totally  blind  people  to  read  ink 
print.  We  have  four  Optacons  in  College  now  but  we  have  many 
more  students  who  are  learning  to  use  one  and  need  to  have  one 
throughout  their  studies  for  their  own  personal  use.  Many  smaller 
items  of  equipment  are  needed  also.  If  you  wish  to  help  us  please 
write  to  the  Principal. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

PILKINGTON  DEPARTMENT  OF  BUSINESS  STUDIES 

I  am  very  pleased  that  once  more  I  am  able  to  report  that  the 
Business  Studies  Department  has  on  its  books  a  greater 
number  of  students  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  College  and 
that  the  very  keen  and  enthusiastic  Staff  in  the  Department  have 
carried  on  training  our  visually-handicapped  young  people  to 
become  responsible  and  independent  members  of  society.  Gradually 
the  syllabus  has  been  broadened  in  all  its  aspects  so  that  eventually 
our  young  people  enter  the  business  world  as  fully  trained, 
employable  and  capable  workers. 

Typewriting.  This  essential  skill  is  taught  on  various  modern  manual, 
electric  and  electronic  typewriters  on  which  the  only  modification  is 
the  braille  scale  which  has  been  fitted  in  place  of  the  usual  sighted 
scale.  Methods  of  instruction  based  on  this  scale  have  long  been 
evolved  and  by  its  use  our  students  are  able  to  type  most  confidently 
and  correctly.  The  syllabus  is  most  comprehensive  and  high 
qualifications  have  been  gained  by  our  students  in  the  Examinations 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  and  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Particular  mention  must  be  made  of  Louise  Taylor  who,  in  the 
recent  Royal  Society  of  Arts  Examinations,  passed  the  Advanced 
Shorthand-Typewriting  and  Advanced  Audio-Typewriting  both 
with  Distinction. 

As  well  as  training  Commercial  Course  Students  in  the  art  of 
typewriting,  the  Commercial  Department  Staff  also  give  instruction 
to  General  Studies  Students.  These  students  have  been  quite 
successful  and  many  certificates  have  been  gained. 

Shorthand.  It  is  most  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  world  of  high 
technology  there  are  still  places  for  competent  shorthand-writers. 

With  skilled  instruction  by  our  Shorthand  Staff  our  students  have 
achieved  many  creditable  results  in  this  subject.  I  am  particularly 
pleased  to  mention  that  the  National  Westminster  Bank  Staff 
Samaritan  Lund  during  the  year  made  a  most  generous  gift  of  10 
Shorthand  Machines  and  I  must  here  record  our  appreciation  of  their 
generosity. 

Audio-Typewriting.  The  Audio  Room  is  the  busiest  room  in  the 
Department,  if  not  in  the  whole  College.  Here  students  under  the 
keen  eye  of  a  skilled  Supervisor  type  the  work  set  for  them  by  their 
Lecturers.  New  headsets  have  been  fitted  to  the  audio  machines  and 
the  students  find  these  a  great  benefit  in  that  external  noises  are 
largely  excluded  by  this  equipment. 

Partially-Sighted  Students.  These  students  continue  to  make  steady 
progress  in  their  course  and  have  gained  considerable  success. 
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Work  Practice  Office  ^ 


Recently  a  new  type  of  copy  holder  has  been  purchased  and  this  new 
equipment  greatly  assists  these  students  in  executing  their  work. 

Telephony.  The  Course  in  this  subject  has  been  continued  and  now  all 
students  in  their  final  year  are  instructed  in  the  operation  of  the 
College  Switchboard.  Shortly  it  is  hoped  to  introduce  a  Course  in 
Telex. 

Word  Processing.  Unfortunately  our  Lecturer  in  this  subject, 
Mrs.  Grey,  was  obliged  to  leave  owing  to  family  reasons,  but  in  the 
past  few  months  Mrs.  Tennant  has  instructed  most  of  our  leavers  to 
operate  this  equipment.  Miss  Jones  has  recently  attended  a  Course 
on  this  subject  and  will  soon  be  able  to  instruct  students.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  all  our  students  may  have  some 
instruction  on  the  Word  Processor. 

Work  Experience.  Our  final  year  students  continue  to  spend  a  few 
weeks  working  in  the  offices  of  local  and  national  organisations,  and 
the  number  of  companies  offering  this  type  of  experience  to  our 
students  is  steadily  growing.  The  majority  of  students  undertake 
their  period  of  work  experience  in  Hereford  while  some  work  in  their 
home  area  or  live  in  a  hostel  or  other  accommodation  in  a  new 
location,  commuting  to  work  on  public  transport. 

Our  scheme  benefits  the  students  by  introducing  them  to 
employment  and  by  giving  them  responsibility  and  independence, 
while  still  having  the  support  of  the  College  when  necessary. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  all  those  organisations  who  offer  this 
voluntary  work  to  our  students  and  ensure  that  our  scheme  is  so 
successful. 

Mock  Interviews.  All  of  our  students  who  completed  their  Course 
during  the  year  were  interviewed  by  a  former  Personnel  Officer.  The 
students  made  written  application  for  a  post  in  an  imaginary 
Company  and  this,  together  with  their  performance  at  the  interview, 
was  reported  upon  by  the  Interviewer.  The  practice  interviews  were 
useful  in  establishing  if  further  training  was  required  before  students 
entered  the  employment  market,  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  the 
Interviewer  who  devoted  so  much  valuable  time  to  help  our  students 
prepare  for  employment. 

Business  Education  Council  Course 

The  Department  will  be  introducing  a  new  Course  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Academic  year  1982/83.  The  Business 
Education  Council  Course  (popularly  known  as  BEC)  is  designed  to 
give  students  a  grounding  in  Business  Studies  covering  eight  subjects 
ranging  through  Mathematics,  Commerce,  Shorthand,  Typewriting, 
etc.  It  will  be  a  year  of  intensive  study  and  work  for  the  students  who 
in  the  main  will  learn  by  discovery.  This  will  mean  that  throughout 
the  year  they  will  be  given  assignments  or  projects  to  complete.  These 
assignments  will  cover  many  aspects  of  the  subjects  they  are  taking 
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°n  the  Course.  Work  is  progressing  well  and  Staff  are  in  the  process 
ot  making  up  their  notes  and  lectures  in  preparation. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  Course  will  give  the  students  a  better 
insight  to  the  world  of  business  and  give  them  the  incentive  to 
progress  m  their  chosen  field,  be  it  typewriting,  shorthand,  word 
processing,  computing,  or  just  improving  their  Academic 
qualifications. 


In  Conclusion  _ 


As  I  look/back  over  the  development  of  the  Commercial  Course, 
it  is  indeed  most  gratifying  to  realise  how  much  this  same  Course  has 
broadened  and  how  better  fitted  our  students  are  for  the  world  of 
commerce  and  industry. 


It  must  ever  be  the  aim  of  the  Commercial  Department  to  train 
our  students  to  a  standard  which  will  enable  them  to  take  their  place 
in  a  sighted  world.  Many  of  our  students  have  left  us,  competent  and 
independent,  able  to  work  on  equal  terms  with  their  sighted 
contemporaries.  It  is  the  aim  and  always  must  be  the  aim  of  the 
Commercial  Department  Staff  to  be  able  to  continue  to  achieve  this

COMPUTER  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

Two  courses  are  now  well  under  way.  The  City  and  Guilds 
students  are  working  in  Cobol,  a  computer  business  language 
designed  to  handle  records  on  files.  The  students  are  developing  and 
testing  a  series  of  programs  on  the  Apple. 

The  ‘O’  level  course  is  a  wide  ranging  study  of  computers  with  a 
good  proportion  of  programming  in  Pascal,  a  programming 
language  most  suitable  for  developing  logical  solutions  to  problems. 

About  25  students  and  members  of  staff  are  attending  or  have 
attended  a  regular  weekly  lunchtime  session  on  Introduction  to 
Computers  and  Computing.  Some  are  now  beginning  to  write 
programs. 

Outside  teaching  hours  there  is  a  small  group  of  students  using  the 
Apple  computers  to  develop  programs  and  play  chess,  backgammon 
and  use  the  Flight  Simulator  game.  All  students  on  formal  courses 
are  required  to  use  a  computer  to  test  their  programs. 

Equipment — there  are  two  Apple  computers,  each  with  double 
disk  drives,  9  inch,  17  inch  and  20  inch  screens,  a  Sagem  braille 
printe,  a  teletypewriter  and  Qume  printer. 

Braille  Transcription  Unit — The  Superbrain  with  the  LED  braille 
line  printer  and  a  Qume  printer  is  kept  fully  occupied  during  and 
after  working  hours  turning  out  transcriptions  of  English  into  Grade  2 
braille  for  the  governors,  staff  and  students.  Members  of  staff  and 
students  are  learning  how  to  use  the  word  processor  package  on  the 
Superbrain. 

The  department  envisages  having  speech  output  shortly  as  an 
alternative  to  screen  output.  *  wool 
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GENERAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 


We  welcomed  Mr.  Keith  Devonald  to  the  Department  as 
Mathematics  lecturer,  Mrs.  June  Morgan,  to  lecture  part-time  in 
English,  Mr.  Peter  Talbot,  the  new  Vice-Principal,  to  share  some 
‘A’  level  Mathematics  teaching,  and  nineteen  new  students,  taking 
our  total  up  to  forty-eight  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year. 

The  Department  has  continued  with  its  aims  of  providing 
opportunities  for  students  of  ability  and  determination  to  obtain 
high  academic  qualifications,  whilst  also  offering  much  else  that  is 
valuable  and  indeed  often  crucial  to  a  student’s  success  here.  In  addition 
to  our  usual  ‘A’  level  courses  in  English,  Geography,  History  and 
Mathematics,  one  student  took  ‘A’  level  Music  with  the  Music 
Department,  and  one  student  took  ‘A’  level  Arabic  with  our  help; 
both  were  successful.  Twelve  ‘O’  level  courses  were  offered,  one 
innovation  being  the  introduction  of  Environmental  Studies  for 
those  who  have  been  successful  at  ‘O’  level  Geography  but  who  are 
unable  to  progress  to  ‘A’  level.  Our  students  were  the  first  visually- 
handicapped  students  that  the  Board  has  had  taking  this 
examination.  We  have  made  a  significant  change  in  our  ‘O’  level 
Mathematics  syllabus  by  opting  to  take  Commercial  Mathematics, 
which  is  more  relevant  for  most  of  our  students.  The  new  course 
incorporates  much  of  the  work  we  have  always  done  but  lays  more 
emphasis  on  Commercial  Mathematics  and  Statistics  and  less  on 
Modern  Mathematics  and  Geometry.  We  continue  to  offer  Braille 
and  basic  English  and  basic  Mathematics  in  which  we  have  been  able 
to  extend  our  provision. 

Among  many  interesting  outings  made  by  the  Department  this 
year  were  a  weekend  trip  to  Machynlleth  where  the  Geographers 
studied  the  activities  of  the  mid-Wales  coastal  towns,  tourism,  and 
some  geomorphological  aspects  of  the  area;  a  visit  by  a  party  of 
potential  Physiotherapy  students  to  the  North  London  School  of 
Physiotherapy;  visits  by  the  Historians  to  the  Ironbridge  Gorge 
Museum,  the  Country  Life  Museum  at  Aston  Munslow,  where  they 
were  able  to  handle  and  use  agricultural  hand  tools,  and  Hereford 
County  Record  Office  to  see  Poor  Law  documents  and  material 
relating  to  the  Hereford  Improvement  Act.  The  ‘A’  level  English 
group  saw  an  excellent  production  of  King  Lear,  a  set  text,  at  Bristol 
Old  Vic;  a  large  party  of  Geography,  Human  Biology,  and  Physics 
students  went  to  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  Schools  Science  Conference  at  the  University  of  Birmingham 
where  they  heard  several  eminent  scientists  lecture.  Undoubtedly  the 
most  adventurous  trip  of  the  year  was  undertaken  by  the  ‘A’  level 
Geographers  when  they  went  to  Hamburg  on  a  five-day  field  trip.  As 
well  as  an  intensive  study  tour  of  the  docks  in  Hamburg  they  went  to 
the  Volkswagen  factory  in  Wolfburg.  By  all  accounts  it  was  an 
enjoyable  if  frantically  busy  trip,  and  one  which  provided  invaluable 
opportunities  for  some  interesting  field  work. 

Members  of  the  lecturing  staff  made  two  important  visits  to  the 
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Oxford  Delegacy  oi  Local  Examinations,  the  GCE  Board  with  which 
we  take  almost  all  of  our  examinations,  and  had  fruitful  discussions 
about  our  examination  preparation  and  some  of  the  problems. 
Valuable  personal  contacts  were  made  between  subject  lecturers  and 
the  administrators  responsible  for  those  subjects. 

Much  equipment  continued  to  be  modified  by  lecturing  staff  and 
the  Technical  Resources  Department.  Some  important  new 
acquisitions  include  a  new  Boyle’s  Law  apparatus,  and  a  new  CCTV 
to  be  shaied  by  the  two  laboratories  and  the  Geography  room.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  of  use  for  some  experiments  and  for 
microscope  work,  as  well  as  for  reading.  This  year  saw  the 
introduction  of  the  compulsory  use  of  calculators  in  examinations. 
Matching  partially  sighted  students  to  calculators  involved  much 
research  time  because  of  wide  variations  in  display  contrast  and  key 
markings,  and  the  differing  needs  of  students.  Talking  calculators 
were  used  for  those  unable  to  use  visual  displays.  This  provision 
proved  an  expensive  undertaking. 

Finally,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  once  again  some 
students  achieved  successes  enabling  them  to  proceed  to  Higher 
Education.  Two  students  went  on  to  the  Universities  of  York  and 
Surrey,  one  went  on  to  take  a  degree  course  at  Hatfield  Polytechnic, 
and  one  embarked  on  training  at  the  North  London  School  of 
Physiotherapy.

LIVING  SKILLS  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  not  easy  to  define  what  is  meant  by  ‘living  skills’.  Our  aim  is  to 
provide  training  in  all  those  skills  required  by  visually  handicapped 
students  for  successful  independent  living.  What  we  provide  is 
largely  determined  by  the  individual  student’s  needs  and 
requirements;  we  are  continually  adding  to  and  adapting  our  basic 
programme,  introducing  new  items  of  equipment  and  developing 
new  methods  and  techniques. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  programme  of  Orientation  and  Mobility, 
Physical  Education  and  Home  Economics,  we  provide  courses  in 
child  care,  make-up  and  grooming,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade,  First  Aid.  Support  is  given  to  the  Work 
Experience  programme,  to  Care  staff,  to  the  Counselling  service  and 
to  the  Living  Out  programme — we  have  our  own  maisonette 
specifically  for  training  and  experience. 

Lecturers  in  the  Department  are  particularly  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  students  for  work,  in  visiting  employers,  planning 
routes,  and  finding  accommodation. 

The  Department  also  plays  a  supportive  role  to  many  College  and 
student  activities  as  well  as  an  advisory  role  for  sport  and  leisure 
activities,  consumer  queries  and  visits.

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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  January  21st  this  year  that  I  learned  of 
our  President’s  magnificent  gift  of  £10,000  for  the  purchase  of  a 
replacement  for  the  College  organ,  and  in  the  months  which  followed 
I  was  much  in  consultation  with  the  firm  chosen  to  provide  it.  The 
new  organ  will  have  three  manuals  rather  than  two,  and  will 
incorporate  all  the  latest  developments  in  the  field  of  electronic 
sound  production.  Hopefully,  it  will  arrive  in  College  early  in 
March,  and_  I  am  truly  counting  the  days. 

Last  year’s  Christmas  Carol  Service,  over  which  the  Bishop  of 
Ludlow  officiated,  took  a  somewhat  new  form,  supporting  the 
theory  that  necessity  often  mothers  invention.  An  insufficient 
number  of  students  came  forward  in  October  to  make  up  a 
worthwhile  four-part  choir,  so  I  decided  to  use  a  small  singing  group 
and  a  number  of  instrumentalists  to  perform  the  carols  which  were 
non-congregational.  Recorders  and  guitars  blended  well  with  the 
voices,  and  far  from  being  disappointed,  many  people  were  kind 
enough  to  say  it  was  the  best  R.N.C.  carol  service  they  could 
remember.  Such  was  its  success  that  I  organised  a  Passiontide  Service 
along  similar  lines,  and  this  was  conducted  by  an  old  friend  of  the 
College,  Father  John  Talbot  from  West  Felton  in  Shropshire. 

The  most  outstanding  solo  recital  in  the  past  twelve  months  was 
undoubtedly  that  given  by  the  pianist,  Colin  Horsley.  His 
programme  included  the  24  Preludes  in  all  keys  by  Chopin,  and 
Schumann’s  Carnival.  I  chose  Mr.  Horsley  to  give  the  first  Gardner 
Recital  after  I  became  Director  of  Music  in  1962,  and  he  is  still 
playing  as  well  as  ever.  The  best  group  recital  to  take  place  at  R.N.C. 
recently  was  given  by  students  from  the  Birmingham  School  of 
Music.  The  School’s  Principal,  Louis  Carus,  came  with  the  students, 
and  commented  on  the  strong  tie  between  the  B.S.M.  and  R.N.C.,  in 
that  the  School’s  pianos  are  tuned  and  maintained  by  a  former 
student  of  the  College. 

The  Fourth  National  Blind  Schools  Music  Festival,  hosted  by 
Dorton  House  School,  took  place  at  the  R.N.I.B.  on  Wednesday, 
March  11th,  and  a  party  of  R.N.C.  students  attended  it.  In  the 
Festival  Concert  our  flute  trio  played  very  nicely,  and  there  was  a 
clarinet  solo  from  David  Fizio,  while  Andrew  Howell,  ever  willing, 
played  his  trombone. 

On  April  30th  the  Mayor  of  Hereford  organised  a  D  day,  the  D 
relating  to  the  International  Year  of  the  Disabled.  A  forum,  made  up 
of  staff  and  students  from  the  College,  answered  questions  from  the 
audience  with  the  Mayor  taking  the  chair,  and  before  and  after  the 
forum  past  and  present  students  made  music  which  the  audience 
greatly  enjoyed. 

David  Fizio  came  away  from  the  Hereford  Music  Festival  with  a 
second  in  the  advanced  flute  class,  and  a  first  in  the  corresponding 
clarinet  class.  He  played  his  clarinet  piece  in  the  winners’  concert  on 
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the  Saturday  ot  the  Festival  week,  at  which  he  was  awarded  a  half 
share  in  the  Hereford  Times  shield. 

From  among  examination  results,  Hugh  Ellis’s  ‘A’  level  music  is 
truly  outstanding,  in  that  he  achieved  a  Grade  B  in  only  one  year  at 
College.  This  is  the  first  ‘A’  level  music  result  the  College  has  had  in 
many  years,  but  it  shows  beyond  doubt  that  the  music  staff  can 
achieve  the  results,  provided  the  right  sort  of  student  is  forthcoming. 

Many  recitals  have  been  given  by  staff,  students,  and  visitors 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  students  have  given,  and  listened 
to,  a  goodly  number  outside  College.  A  rather  unusual  recital  was 
given  here  by  the  three  members  of  the  music  staff  on  Thursday,  June 
25th,  in  which  we  paid  our  last  respects  to  the  old  electronic  organ. 
Thus,  it  was  retired  graciously,  rather  than  kicked  out  in  dishonour. 
And  now,  however  long  is  March  going  to  take  before  it  arrives?

SOBELL  DEPARTMENT  OF  PIANO  TUNING  AND  REPAIRS 

Another  busy  year  for  the  Department— the  Course  is  proving  to 
be  as  popular  as  ever.  We  have  as  many  students  as  we  can  take  and 
we  still  have  a  waiting  list.  It  looks  as  if  this  will  continue  for  some 
time. 

Visitors  to  the  College  last  year  included  Mr.  J.  Bazzoni  who 
talked  to  the  students  on  the  advantages  of  belonging  to  the 
Association  of  Blind  Piano  Tuners,  Dr.  Vera  Pettitt  who  spoke  on 
“What  is  Psychology?  What  is  its  use  and  Purpose?”,  and  Dr.  David 
Walters,  former  Lecturer  from  Aston  University,  who  talked  on  his 
subject  “Acoustics”.  Peter  Harness  from  Heckscher’s  Supply  House 
brought  a  wide  selection  of  tools  of  the  trade  to  the  College  for 
inspection  by  students  and  staff. 

Mr.  D.  Cooper,  one  of  our  Lecturers,  has  prepared  a  short  cassette 
in  stereo  on  the  work  of  the  Department,  which  has  been  circulated 
to  Schools  and  Assessment  Centres. 

A  number  of  students  have  been  away  on  out-training  during  the 
year,  one  of  whom  gained  some  useful  experience  when  working  for 
Robin  Smith,  a  former  student  of  the  College,  who  only  left  us  last 
year.  Robin  has  built  up  a  very  successful  business  in  Hampshire 
which  even  includes  tuning  pianos  on  ocean  going  liners  whilst  they 
are  in  dock  at  Southampton.  Other  students  have  been  on  out- 
training  with  Marksons  in  London  and  Kemble’s  Piano  Factory  at 
Milton  Keynes. 

The  Tuning  Connection  still  flourishes.  Under  this  scheme  we  find 
there  is  an  ever  increasing  number  of  schools  and  private  individuals 
wanting  their  pianos  tuned  by  our  students  whilst  they  are  still 
training.  Money  received  for  this  work  is  paid  into  a  fund  and 
students  have  a  say  in  how  this  money  should  be  used.  Among  other 
things  this  year,  the  fund  financed  the  hire  of  a  coach  to  take  all 
students  and  staff  of  the  Department  to  the  Musical  Museum  at 
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Brentford,  where  mechanically  operated  pianos  etc.  were  to  be  heard 
and  seen,  and  the  purchase  of  two  speakers  for  tapes  to  be  played  in 
stereo.  The  Connection  is  organised  by  Miss  P.  Allen  and  provides 
students  with  valuable  experience  in  contacting  the  public  on  a 
business  footing  and  the  opportunity  of  working  under  conditions 
they  are  likely  to  find  in  their  future  employment. 

In  November  some  students  and  staff  went  to  the  British  Piano 
Action  Factory  at  Llanelly,  in  March  they  visited  Steinways  in 
London,  and  in  November,  for  the  first  time,  we  went  to  the  Bluthner 
Workshop  at  Perivale. 

The  David  Marks  Competition  was  held  in  May  at  the  College  and 
the  examiners  were  the  same  as  on  the  first  occasion  two  years  ago: 
Michael  Glazebrook  from  Steinways,  Tom  Perry  from  the  London 
College  of  Furniture,  Cyril  Marris  from  Newark  Technical  College 
and  myself.  This  is  a  national  competition  and  our  students  gained 
the  first  three  places: 

1st  —  Avtar  Singh 
2nd  —  Noel  Kelly 
3rd  —  Mark  Gaffey 

1  am  pleased  to  say  that  our  high  standard  of  achievement  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  results  as  follows: 

City  and  Guilds  Examination — Part  I 

No  failures  yet  in  this  examination  (6  entrants  this  year). 

Association  for  the  Education  and  Welfare  of  the  Visually  Handicapped 

7  students  gained  this  Diploma  outright  and  only  three  students 
have  to  re-take  one  Section  of  this  examination.

STUDENT  COUNSELLOR 

During  the  year  most  students  had  contact  with  the  RNIB  careers 
officers  or  with  the  careers  departments  and  BPRO’s  in  their  home 
areas.  From  this  we  can  be  pleased  that  the  majority  of  last  year’s 
leavers  are  now  in  employment,  or  continuing  in  Higher  Education, 
and  we  hope  the  remainder  will  soon  be  successful.  Many  return  to 
their  home  areas,  but  for  some  it  is  necessary  to  live  in  London  or 
elsewhere,  so  we  have  been  in  contact  with  social  services  and 
voluntary  agencies  in  various  parts  of  the  country.

LIBRARY  AND  LEARNING  RESOURCES 

Staff  do  not  normally  extract  much  pleasure  from  invigilating 
examinations,  so  I  was  surprised  last  June  to  find  myself  so  pleased 
when,  on  entering  the  examination  room  during  O  levels,  I  noticed 
one  of  our  students  reading  his  exam  paper  by  means  of  his  Optacon, 
while  another  was  reading  the  exam  paper,  and  checking  his  own 
answers,  by  using  Closed-circuit  Television  machine.  It  was  indeed 
extremely  satisfying  to  find  students  had  mastered  these  tools  to  the 
extent  of  feeling  confident  enough  to  use  them  in  an  examination.  In 
view  of  the  growing  number  of  students  now  able  to  use  the  Optacon, 
it  is  good  to  report  that  a  third  machine  has  recently  been  given  to  the 
college  by  the  Committee  of  the  Hereford  Amateur  Rafters 
Association  (perhaps  in  tribute  to  one  of  our  students  who  took  part 
in  last  year’s  race!) 

The  increased  number  of  first  year  students  includes  quite  a 
number  of  partially-sighted  students,  who  are  using  the  CCTV 
machines  frequently  and  with  confidence.  Some  use  the  CCTV 
creatively  as  a  writing  and  drawing  tool,  most  use  it  for 
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reading— books,  magazines,  letters  and  of  course  bank  statements. 
Use  of  print  books  has,  predictably,  increased,  and  although  the 
stock  is  growing  all  the  time,  we  still  frequently  fail  to  satisfy  some 
demands  (as  for  instance  one  for  abook  on  sheep-dog  training!)  from 
our  own  shelves,  and  need  to  have  recourse  to  Hereford  Public 
Library,  or  others  further  afield. 

Almost  all  our  students  use  audio  tape  to  some  extent.  Our  tape 
library,  like  the  book  library,  is  growing  all  the  time,  and  we  are 
gradually  acquiring  tape  recorders  and  players  that  enable  students 
to  learn  efficiently  from  tape.  Our  latest  tape  players  all  have  the 
cue/review  device,  and  some  have  variable  speed  controls  as  well.  We 
have  recently  been  given  by  the  Hereford  Rotary  Club  one  of  the  new 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  Tape  Recorders.  These  will 
record  on  4  tracks  at  normal  or  half  speed,  and  will  play  back  at  any 
speed  for  2%  times  to  '/2  time  normal  speed.  With  it  has  come  a  Pitch 
Correction  "device,  which  holds  the  pitch  steady,  when  the  tape 
recorder  is  played  at  either  fast  or  slow  speed.

TECHNICAL  RESOURCES 

In  the  last  Report  1  mentioned  five  new  projects,  and  1  am  pleased 
to  say  that  four  of  them  have  come  to  fruition. 

(i)  The  sheet  music  enlargement  system. 

(ii)  Large  Screen  Oscilloscope. 

(iii)  Mini-Organ  No.  2. 

(iv)  Current  level/direction  indicator. 

These  have  now  all  been  completed  and  are  in  use  in  the  various 
departments. 

Projects  under  consideration  at  present  are: 

(i)  Perkins  Brailler  used  as  an  input  device  to  a  computer. 

(ii)  Talking  Voltmeter. 

(iii)  Accurate  Electronic  Tuning  Aid. 

Mrs.  Drennan  now  has  a  purpose-built  room  in  the  Technical 
Resources  Department,  and  this  area  will  be  devoted  to  the 
production  of  Tactile  diagrams  and  other  special  support  material. 
A  Copying  and  Collating  area  is  also  being  developed.  This  will 
house  the  new  photo-copier  for  enlarging/reducing  and  also  the 
thermoform  Braille  copier. 

Norman  Simms  has  been  appointed  Junior  Technician  and  is 
making  excellent  progress  both  in  the  Resources  Centre  and  at 
Technical  College,  where  he  is  studying  the  City  and  Guilds  Radio 
TV  and  Electronic  Mechanics  Course.

One  of  the  most  important  exhibitions  we  have  held  so  far  was  the 
Bridget  Riley  Prints — an  Arts  Council  Touring  Exhibition— in 
March.  Bridget  Riley  is  one  of  our  most  acclaimed  post-war  artists, 
and  the  exhibition  attracted  not  only  our  own  students  but  many 
from  far  outside  the  College  to  see  the  show.  Alongside  her  work 
were  displayed  sculptures  from  our  collection,  which  now  includes 
an  Armitage  and  a  Frink. 

This  exhibition  was  preceded  by  a  mixed  show  of  our  own 
students’  work  and  succeeded  by  my  own  sculpture  and  drawings — 
it  is  not  for  me  to  comment  on  the  latter.  But  the  work  of  our  own 
students  does  attract  a  great  deal  of  interest  within  the  College. 

Just  before  Christmas  we  had  a  visit  from  a  member  of  the  Tate 
Gallery  staff,  interested  to  see  the  various  ways  in  which  we  have 
displayed  work  for  tactile  appreciation,  and  also  keen  to  see  our 
students  at  work.  She  was  engrossed  enough  to  catch  a  later  train 
than  intended  for  her  return  to  London. 

Our  visit  to  the  Tate  Gallery  exhibition  of  Sculpture  for  the  Blind, 
in  September,  and  my  subsequent  visit  to  a  museum  in  Germany 
which  has  mounted  exhibitions  for  the  blind,  suggest  a  definite  need 
to  think  of  new  ways  in  which  the  blind  can  enjoy  sculpture  in  our  art 
galleries.  I  doubt  if  special  exhibitions  are  the  best  answer.  The  de 
Lancey  Gallery  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  research  new  paths. 

This  year  we  will  be  designing  a  mixed  exhibition  which  will  bring 
together,  with  fine  art,  objects  of  tactile  interest  from  other  spheres  of 
design  and  technology.  The  aim  is  to  present  this  in  such  a  way  as  to 
stimulate  an  interest  in  the  feel  of  things  among  the  sighted  as  well  as 
the  visually  handicapped.  The  exhibition  will  be  opened  early 
1982  and  will  be  periodically  modified,  until  hopefully  we  can 
find  other  suitable  venues  to  receive  it.  We  will  then  be  spreading  our 
ideas  and  findings  to  a  wider  audience.

MR.  BRIAN  WOOLLARD 

Mr.  Brian  Woollard  resigned  in  November  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  Mr.  Woollard  achieved  results  in  his  eight  years 
of  Chairmanship  which  eluded  his  predecessors  over  the  previous 
twenty-five  years.  When  he  took  over  the  College,  it  lingered  in 
ancient  buildings  on  split  sites  in  rural  Shropshire,  a  haven  in 
wartime  and  a  liability  ever  after.  Once  convinced  of  the  necessity  for 
a  move  he  worked  with  persistence  and  patient  diplomacy  until  the 
College  found  a  new  home  in  the  buildings  of  the  former  College  of 
Education  at  Hereford.  In  order  to  succeed  he  had  to  win  over  his 
colleagues,  to  convince  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  to 
conduct  arduous  negotiations  with  the  County  Council,  and  to  raise 
getting  on  for  £2,000,000. 

All  this  he  has  done.  Like  the  good  Chairman  he  was,  he  led  a 
team,  of  which  he  was  a  part,  and  would  claim  no  special  credit,  but 
without  his  energy  and  his  gift  for  reaching  effective  agreements  with 
goodwill,  the  College  would  still  be  in  Shropshire.  He  has  been  a 
second  founder  of  the  College,  a  shining  exemplar  of  the  voluntary 
principle,  and  the  kind  of  man  without  whom  this  College  could  not 
flourish  as  it  does. 
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COLLEGE  NOTES  AND  NEWS 

Speeches  were  on  July  2nd  at  12  noon,  followed  by  a  Concert 
and  lunch  in  the  marquee  on  the  lawn.  The  President  of  the 
College  presided  and  awards  were  presented  by  Lady  Howard 
de  Walden.  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Hereford  honoured  us 
with  their  presence.  Exhibitions  were  on  show  in  College 
departments,  and  the  Ladies  Morris  Team  danced  to  an  appreciative 
audience. 

Mr.  Brian  Woollard  resigned  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  in 
November,  1981.  Mr.  Brian  Campbell  was  elected  Chairman  in  his 
stead.  Mr.  Michael  Charlesworth  was  elected  Vice-Chairman. 

In  July,  1981,  the  Board  accepted  with  the  greatest  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  John  Godfrey,  O.B.E.,  M.A.,  F.C.A.,  who  after 
restoring  the  finances  of  the  RNIB,  joined  the  Board  of  this  College 
in  October,  1971,  and  became  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
in  July,  1972.  He  brought  sound  financial  administration  and 
budgetary  control  to  the  College,  setting  and  demanding  the  highest 
professional  standards.  Under  his  wise  guidance  the  College  was  not 
only  able  to  survive  the  transition  to  Hereford  and  its  heavy  demands 
on  the  College  resources  but  also  to  be  in  a  healthy  position  to  satisfy 
increasing  demands.  The  Board  also  accepted  with  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Gilbert,  F.R.I.C.S.,  who  was  elected  in  July, 
1963,  but  has  suffered  ill-health  in  recent  years. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  record  the  Knighthood  awarded 
in  the  New  Year’s  Honours  to  Sir  George  Thalben-Ball,  the  longest 
serving  of  the  College  Governors.

A  HUNDRED  YEARS  AGO 

THE  CHRISTMAS  TREE  FESTIVAL,  1881 

Visit  of  Princess  Frederica,  daughter  of  the  blind  King  of  Hanover 

Princess  Frederica  of  Hanover,  accompanied  by  Baron  von  Pawel 
Rammiogen,  K.C.B.,  yesterday  attended  the  annual  Christmas-tree  festival 
at  the, Royaf  formal  College  and  Academy  of  Music  for  the  Blind,  Upper 
Norwood.  The  interest  of  the  occasion  was  increased  by  the  performance  of  a 
little-known  operetta.  Son  and  Stranger,  written  by  Mendelssohn  for  the 
family  festival  of  the  silver  wedding  of  his  father  and  mother.  The  work, 
composed  for  production  by  the  musician’s  friends  and  relatives,  does  not 
make  too  great  a  demand  upon  the  powers  of  young  singers  and  actors  of 
little  or  no  experience  of  the  stage.  The  parts  in  this  charming  domestic 
drama  were,  with  two  exceptions,  filled  by  blind  pupils  of  the  college,  who  by 
the  wonderful  confidence  with  which  they  moved  about  the  stage,  and  the 
readiness  with  whic^jhey  took  up  their  positions,  and,  indeed,  went  through 
the  whole  performance,  proved  the  success  with  which,  under  Mr.  F.  J. 
Campbell’s  system  of  physical  training,  “the  blind  can  be  prepared  for  self¬ 
maintenance  and  active  usefulness  among  their  fellow-men.”  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  operetta  the  great  Christmas  tree,  presented  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  was  lit  up,  and  two  of  the  pupils,  little  girls, 
presented  bouquets  to  the  Princess. 

Princess  Frederica,  addressing  the  students,  then  said, — I  assure  you 
that  this  afternoon’s  entertainment  has  given  me  great  pleasure,  and  I  am 
very  glad  that  I  have  been  able  to  accept  your  kind  invitation  to  be  a  witness 
of  your  happiness  to-day.  I  have  been  delighted  with  the  concert,  and  must 
congratulate  you  upon  your  performances.  I  know  what  a  peculiar  charm 
music  has  for  you  all,  and  I  think  your  circumstances  render  the  enjoyment 
of  it  so  much  the  greater.  My  dear  father  was  devoted  to  music,  and 
considered  it  as  one  of  his  greatest  pleasures  and  blessings.  It  is  chiefly  owing 
to  the  fact  that  he  was  deprived,  as  you  are,  of  one  of  the  greatest  of  God’s 
gifts,  that  I  take  such  a  lively  interest  in  your  joys  to-day.  For  the  same  reason 
I  am  able  to  sympathize  with  you  fully  in  the  sorrow  which  the  loss  of  sight 
produces,  and  which  sorrow,  however  bravely  you  may  bear  it,  cannot  fail  to 
throw  its  shadows  over  your  life.  But  that  this  shadow  can  be  lessened  by 
cultivating  a  cheerful  and  bright  spirit,  I  can  affirm  by  remembering  how  my 
father  succeeded  in  doing  so;  for  he  was  always  cheerful  and  bright,  and  he 
never  allowed  the  happiness  of  those  around  and  about  him  to  be  clouded  in 
the  smallest  degree  through  his  affliction.  I  think  sometimes  that  those  who 
are  unable  to  enjoy  the  light  of  this  world  are  the  more  able  to  receive  the 
Light  of  Heaven  into  their  hearts.  You  can  all  show  by  bright  rays  of  kind 
words  and  happy  looks  that  you  are  doing  your  best  so  to  bear  your  trial  in 
this  world,  that  you  may  be  able  to  enjoy  the  True  Light  in  that  Eternal  City 
where  all  eyes  will  be  opened.  In  wishing  you  all  a  merry  Christmas  let  me 
express  a  hope  that  you  will  remember  whose  birth  we  commemorate  at  this 
joyful  season — that  of  our  true  Friend  and  Saviour,  the  “Light  of  the
